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EXTRACTS FROM THE SIXTY-EIGHTH ANNUAL 
BEPORT OF THE AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 


In presenting the Sixty-Eighth Annual Report 

v of the Society, the Managers would first express 
their sincere sorrow in the removal by death of 
thegPresident of the Society, of two of the Vice- 
Presidents, and of two of the Board of Managers. 
S. Wells Williams, LL.D., had been President 
of the Society nearly three years, having been 
unanimously elected to this office on the third 
day of March, 1881, while his death occurred on 
the 16th of February last. The Managers, in 
view of this event, placed upon the Minutes of the 
Board an expression of their high regard for him. 
In the spirit of his whole life, Dr. Williams by 
his will left to this Society the sum of $5,000, to 
be applied to the circulation of the Chinese 
Scriptures in the Mandarin Colloquial, and also

The decease of two Vice-Presidents, Mr. Nor- 
man White and Mr. A. Robertson Walsh, during 
the year-recalls especially the prominent part 
which they took in the erection of the House now 
occupied by the Society in Astor Place. Both 
were members of the Committee to select a new 
site when removal from the building in Nassau 
Street became a necessity. Both were members 
of the Building Committee who conducted the 
enterprise to its successful completion without 
the use of the ordinary contributions for Bible 
distribution. Their associates on the Commit- 
tee, the Hon. Luther Bradish and Messrs. George

dam, had all passed away before them, and now 
s at all are gone, the Managers would pay their 
warmest tribute of gratitude to their memory.

period of twenty years, the annual income from 
such rentals has been more than sufficient to pay 
the salaries of the Executive Officers of the Soci- 
ety. It was indeed a work of far-reaching im- 
portance to the interests of the Society with 
which Mr. White and Mr. Walsh were so prom- 
inently identified, and in the prosecution of which 
their rare skill as men of business and their un- 
wavering faith in the God of the Bible, were 
called into continual exercise. 

The tribute of the Managers is also paid to 
James Lenox Banks, M.D., and to Mr. George 
W. Lane. 


RECEIPTS AND DISBURSEMENTS. 


The total receipts, from the sale of books, from 
rents, and from all sources for the general uses 
of the Society, amount in the aggregate to 
$640,719 06; besides which $3,750 have been 
added to the trust fund, the interest of which 
only is applicable for general purposes, 

The total disbursements of the Society for 
manufacturing and for all other general purposes 
were $762,106 16. 

The Managers would be untrue to their trust 
if they failed to emphasize the fact that the dona- 
tions of the living to the Society during the year 
amounted in the aggregate to only $57,170 05. 
The sum of $11,255 52 came from church collec- 
tions, and is somewhat ‘in advance of the sum 
received from the same source during the year 
immediately preceding. In view of the fact that 
many of the auxiliary societies have been en- 

aged in the canvass of their respective fields, it 
is not perhaps surprising that a smaller sum than 
usual is credited to them on Donation account ; 
but that the gifts of Individuals to the treasury 
should be smaller than usual, it is believed must 
be attributed to the fact that the friends of the — 
Bible have not duly appreciated the magnitude 
of the work to which the Society is committed, 
not only in the United States but in many for- 
éign lands. i ee J 

The Managers gratefully acknowledge the 
large amount of $156,372 80 received from Lega- | 
cies, This sum is somewhat above the average 
annual receipts from the same source during the 


a 
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past ten years, but is $27,806 4o less than the re- 
ceipts from Legacies during the year immediate- 
ly preceding. The Managers are constrained in 
this connection to call attention to the estab- 
lished fact that great variations in the receipts 
from this source must always be expected and 
carefully provided for, or serious embarrassment 
will result. It has occurred during the past de- 
cade of years that the difference between the 
amounts received from Legacies, as published in 
two successive Annual Reports, was more than 
$109,000. From this it is evident that the Society 
must have a reserve to fall back upon, or be 
crippled in its enterprises. Suchareserve, which 
came from a few exceptionally large Legacies, 
the Managers have been thankful to have ; but 
it has been largely drawn upon during the year 
just closed, and if a similar excess of expendi- 
tures over receipts shall much longer continue, 
the constituents of the Society must not be sur- 
prised to hear that its treasury is empty or even 
overdrawn. 

For the foreign work of the Society, to be ex- 
pended during the current year, the amount of 
$173,100 has been appropriated but not yet paid. 
This is an increase of $5,648 on the expenditure 
of the previous year. 


TRANSLATIONS AND REVISIONS, 


The Presbyterian Board of Foreign Missions 
have put at the disposal of the Society, with 
the request that it may be printed for circula- 
tion on the west coast of Africa, a translation of 
the Old Testament Scriptures into the Mpongwe 
language, made chiefly by the veteran mission- 
ary, the Rev. William Walker. The books of 
Genesis, Proverbs, Psalms, and part of Exodus, 
which had vghagsteeel been printed, have been 
revised, and to these are added most of the 
other historical books, so that the greater part 
of the Bible will now be in the hands of those 
who read the Mpongwe tongue. ; 

No new version in languages of the North 
American Indians has been printed, but some 
additional portions in Muskokee, translated by 
Mrs. Robertson, will soon be offered for publi- 
cation, and the Managers have had _ under con- 
sideration the expediency of printing for the 
Iowas and Otoes a version of the Gospel 
of Matthew, prepared by the Rev. William 
Hamilton. 

Mr. Logan’s version of the New Testament 
in the language of the Mortlock Islands has 
been accepted and printed at the Bible House, 
under the supervision of the translator. The Rev. 


- Hiram Bingham, of Honolulu, who translated 


the New Testament for the Gilbert Islanders, is 
devoting a part of his time to other work in’ 
the same line, and hopes to have the Book of 
Psalms ready for publication before the close 
of the present year.

is expected to appear in the forthcoming edition 
of the Telugu Bible. ; 

The Permanent Committee in Japan have given 
their endorsement to four additional portions of 
the Old Testament in Japanese, viz., I. and II. 
Samuel, and I. Kings, translated by the Rev. 
P. K. Fyson, and Proverbs, translated by Dr. 
J.C. Hepburn. Other portions, and among them 
the Book of Psalms, are expected to be given out 
for publication in the course of the current year. 
It is to be regretted that the plan for organizing 
a committee of translators on whom might rest 
the joint responsibility for carrying through to 
completion this important work, has not thus 
far been successful. Meantime the demand for 
the Old Testament has been met, in some meas- 
ure, by the publication of the entire Bible in 
Chino-Japanese, or Kunten, which is easily read 
by educated persons, and for which the call was 
so urgent that a second edition had to be printed 
at once. 4 é 

The conversion of a few Corean people in 
Japan, at the very moment when their nation 
was giving up its exclusiveness and negotiating 
treaties with foreign lands, provided opportune 
facilities for the preparation of the Holy Scrip- 
tures for the Hermit Nation. Among the con- 
verts was one of high rank and eminent scholar- 
ship, who gladly accepted the proposal to pre- 
pare an edition of the New Testament in Chino- 
Corean, and to translate one of the Gospels, 
at least, into the common language Ofphis 
countrymen. , 

It having been ascertained that the British and 
Foreign Bible Society would consent to such 
modifications of the Trans-caucasian Turkish 
version of the Bible as would make it available 
for use in Persia, the missionaries of the Presby- 
terian Board in that country have advised that 
work on the Azerbijan version be carried no 
further than the Gospels and Psalms, which 
have been translated at the expense of the 
American Bible Society. 

A committee at Constantinople has charge of 
introducing into the Turkish Bible some cor- 
rections which a few years’ experience has 
shown to be desirable, especially in the direc- 
tion of simplifying the style ‘and making it more 
readily intelligible. The Armenian New Testa- 
ment has been re-examined by Dr. Riggs for 
the sake of such revision as may be needful; 
and in carrying a new edition of the Arabic 
Bible through the press at Beirut, Dr. Van Dyck 
has been w:

The entire number of volumes in raised letters 
issued during the year was 357, and the entire 
number of volumes for the blind issued in forty- 
two years, 13,520. 


THE GENERAL SUPPLY OF THE UNITED STATES. 


In the last Annual Report the Board announced 
the successful commencement of the work of re- 
supplying the entire country with the Scriptures. 
This great undertaking has been pushed forward 
during the year with as much rapidity as possible. 
The severity of the past winter has, however, to 
some extent retarded the work. Many of the 
faithful men who engaged with a true missionary 
spirit to carry the word of God to the homes of 
the destitute were not infrequently exposed to 
danger from cold and floods; yet they boldly 


_ persevered in their work, so that by their ener- 


getic and self-denying labours the gratifying re- 

sults elsewhere recorded have been attained. 
The vastness of the territory to be explored, 

the sparseness of the population to be reached, 


and the difficulties of thoroughly systematizing 


the work and the consequent large expenditure 
involved, had been carefully considered by the 


Board ; but they went forward, depending upon} 


the Bible-loving people of this great country for 
the necessary means to carry it to a successful 


- consummation. 


The responses to the “ Address to the People 
of the United States” (which was issued at the 
commencement of this work in 1882) have not 


_ been as general and as generous as was antici- 
_ pated. The entire amount which has reached 
the treasury of the Society the past year from 
church collections and individual donations is 
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departed. But even this precarious source of 
income has been insufficient to meet the de- 
mands upon the resources of the Society, and 
a considerable draft had to be made upon be- 
quests received in former years, 

In view of these facts the Managers cannot re- 
frain from giving expression to their apprehension 
that unless the cause is more generally and press- 
ingly presented in the churches, and the friends of 
the Society respond more liberally to its claims, 
the time is near when the work both at home and 
abroad must be greatly curtailed Never was 
there a more general demand for the Scriptures 
in our own land; never were the nations of the 
earth stretching forth their hands so eagerly for 
the word of life; never was this Society more 
thoroughly equipped for its work and prosecut- 
ing it more vigorously. 

All that is necessary is more generous and lib- 
eral donations to its treasury. The work of the 
year at home and abroad is presented as the 
most cogent appeal. 


HOME FIELD—RESULTS OF THE YEAR. 


While the work of re-supply had for the most 
part to be assumed by the Parent Society, the 
auxiliaries in the New England States, New 
York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Maryland, Del- 
aware, Ohio, Kentucky, and Illinois have very 
generally accepted the responsibility for the work 
in their own fields, and some of them have dili- 
gently prosecuted it the past year, as the follow- 
ing results show:

3. Distribution by Pastors. 


In the more inaccessible portions of Kansas 
and Texas, pastors and missionaries have been 
furnished with Bibles and Testaments to supply 
the destitute where they labour. The imperfect 
reports made by them show that they visited 
5,214 families; 817 of these had no Bible; 698 
were supplied, besides 274 individuals.

The reports from lands in which the foreign 
work of the American Bible Society is carried on, 
indicate constant enlargement of area and in- 
creased opportunities for circulating the Scrip- 
tures. 
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To meet expenses incurred in translating, pub- 
lishing, and distributing the Scriptures in foreign 
Zands, the amount of $167,452 41 was paid to the 
Society’s Correspondents and Agents.

the water and sandbanks which no longer pre- 
vented our progress, and with the exception of 
getting wet through in a drizzling rain, we 
reached the shore all right. Directed by my 
kind friend, I had no difficulty in finding the 
house of Mr. Jeremiossen, the only Protestant 
missionary on the island, who gave me a cordial 
welcome, and assisted me in various ways during 
my stay. 

My intention was to accompany Mr. Jeremios- 
sen on his next trip into the interior, and accord- 
ingly, next day I called on the consul to get a 
passport for that purpose, but without getting 
any decided answer. The next day, Sunday, 
information reached me that the consul had 
decided not to issue any passports, and although 
disappointed, I determined to make the best of 
it and work within the limits that I was allowed. 
Monday I set to work in Hoihow, and taking my 
helper, we began a canvass of the shops. 

No difficulty was experienced in selling the 
books, not even so much as an attempt to get 
them cheaper, which is often the case with ‘“‘John 
Chinaman,” who seldom seems satisfied unless 
he can strike a bargain, though I often wonder, 
with his economical views, that he does not take 
into consideration the amount of time lost over it. 

Our day’s work was brought to a close with 
sales for myself of 145, my helper fifty-five ; total, 
200 copies. 

Next day found us wending our way to the 
streets again, loaded with as many books as we 
could conveniently carry and sell at the same 
time. The first day’s success still followed our 
efforts, and with the exception of an interval 
spent in taking tiffin, we continued to fetch our 
little loads until the busiest part was covered, 
when our work was again brought to a close with 
sales by myself of 279, by my helper, 120, by gift, 
I; total, 400 copies. 

The following day found us on our way to 
Kiang Chau fu, the capital of Hainan, where we 
arrived about 11 A.M., and were soon at work 
from shop to shop, and among the busy throng 
that crowded the streets. 3 

Book-selling by a European was evidently a 
new thing, for soon the sacred portions to the 
number of 400 were taken up. The people were 
everywhere civil, and showed such friendly feel- 
ing that it was quite a pleasure to work among 
them. So very difterent from my like experience 
in Canton. 

The next day was spent in making preparations 
for a little more extended work, buying baskets, 
and making oil-cloth, as a protection from rain 
for the books and other dangers which they 
might be exposed to in crossing rivers, etc. The 
following day I started for Ling Shan, a small 
market place supposed to lie somewhere about 
eleven miles east of Hoihow. 
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any pretensions to a knowledge of characters. I 
don’t know which, for certain, I only know that 
my sales amounted to forty Portions; and after 
taking dinner in a wretched hut which my coolie 
called an inn, and where I was evidently an ob- 
ject of curiosity to a throng of men, women, and 
children, who inspected myself and belongings 
with a thoroughness that defies description, I 
retraced my steps to Kiang Chau fu. 1 stayed 
over the night in Kiang Chau fu, sold 179 books 
the following day, and returned to Hoihow. I 
had, so far, every reason to be satisfied with my 
efforts, and I was in hopes that I might finish 
successfully, after all, but the next day, Sunday, 
brought me a letter from the consul requesting 
me to cease work, as a little disturbance had 
taken place in the town, and he feared that a 
repetition might be attended with danger to the 
foreign residents. It appears that on the Sunday 
morning a European employed by the customs 
had taken a photographic apparatus on to the 
city wall, which I believe the people put down as 
an invention of the French to get a plan of the 
place (probably of the fortifications which they 
were erecting at the time). His machine got 
rather a rough handling, and he himself was 
chased into the consulate. From this time the 
people really became rather excited. A British 
gunboat appeared on the scene and landed the 
Bishop of Victoria, who had brought three Chi- 
nese (one doctor and two preachers) to open up 
work, but the bishop and his: men were at once 
put down as having been sent by the French, 
and in fact, the British gunboat they said had 
brought Frenchmen under cover of the flag. 


My own coming was also now put down to the .

Proclamations were issued threatening death to ~ 


the foreigner if he did not leave the island (cau- 
tioning him to be warned in time, and not have 
occasion to repent afterwards).

The year 1883 was, in general throughout the 
extent of this Agency, a year of suspense. Men 
went forth to their work, or waited in their dwell- 
ings expectant, not knowing what a day might 
bring forth. Almost the only certainty for the 
great body of the people was, that whatever came 
there could be little of good. Suspense, however, 
did not entail inactivity. It has rather stimulated 
it, except where religious dogma, or continued 
disaster, have produced a blind fatalism. 

The Turks, conscious that their empire is 
weakening, that their ruJe, in Europe at least, 
is ever coming nearer to its end, have strained 
every nerve to strengthen themselves, or at least 
to save something from the general ruin. Their 
efforts and devices would often be ludicrous, if 
their effects were not so serious. In direct con- 
travention of foreign treaties or internal consti- 


tutions, foreigners and natives alike, Christians, 


Jews, and Moslems, with perfect impartiality, are 

| watched with closest suspicion, hampered with 
minutest restrictions, taxed with increasing 

| vigilance, by sultan and pashas, not for the sup- 
- port of government, good or bad, but that they 
may unhindered secure themselves against dis- 

aster. The one law of the country is corruption,

On the other hand, as is natural, the very cure 
increases the evil. The Christian communities, 
finding their liberties, indeed their very exist- 
ence, endangered, band together to resist by 
every means the encroachments of the govern- 
ment, while many Moslems look with longing 
eyes for some deliverance from a false, recreant 
caliphate. Organizations of every kind are 
strictly forbidden except under special permit. 
They exist by scores. All books in any way 
hostile to the government or to Islam are pro- 
hibited on pain of confiscation; yet not a week 
passes but that they enter under the very eyes 
of the censors. During all this, however, the 
Bible work has gone on its way steadily and 


successfully.

‘ BIBLE TOURS IN MESOPOTAMIA, 

Rev. W. C. Dewey, of the Eastern Turkey 
Mission, sends through Dr. Bliss full accounts of 
several trips taken by a colporteur working 
under his care in Mesopotamia, in the spring 
and summer of 1883, in the course of which 
over two hundred villages and cities were 
visited. .~ 

For protection and assistance’ he had a com- 
panion on each tour. Two kerosene boxes, 
fitted with locks and made waterproof, were 
filled with books, principally Scriptures, though 
a few others were taken along to open the way 
where there might at first be opposition to the 
Bible. A speckled horse, which in many places 
attracted more attention than the books, carried 
these boxes and the few necessaries for the 
journey ; the men walking for the-most part, or 
riding by turn on the top.of their load. =~ 

They started on their first tour March 27th, 
and reached Mardin on their return May 4th. 
Going first to Midyat, where Mr. Andrus was 
spending the winter, they made a short round 
in that immediate vicinity under his direction, 
and then struck off to the east through the 
joe el Toor to Jezireh on the Tigris. Turning ,— 

ack from here they took a more southerly 
route, the one across the plain, usually travelled 
by caravans coming up through Nisibin. Over 
fifty places were visited. Scriptures were sold 
to the value of about three dollars, mostly in 
Jezireh. They excited much interest, and al- | 
most without exception were kindly received, 


Cocher (gypsy, or nomad Kurd). At Enhel, | 
where they spent a night in the house of the | 


head man, eighteen persons were present andfour | — 
‘hours were spent in talk. Complaint was made | — 

‘of the effacement of the headings for Scripture | — 
readings in the Peshito version, which are ac- 


cording to the ritual of the Jacobite or Syrian — 
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Church, and the villagers said that as the patri- 
arch is putting up a press at Dere Zafrau, near 
Mardin, and will publish books, they will wait 
and purchase then. At Kherabeh Kefrah, also 
near Midyat, they were overtaken by a sheikh 
from a Moslem village which they had passed 
by, finding no one at home. He had heard of 
their passing, and hastening after them to ex- 
amine their books, purchased two alphabet cards 
and two primers for his children. An interest- 
ing young man, Hanna, wanted a Gora Gora 
(Syriac Testament with the Arabic written in 
the Syriac character in parallel columns), but 
was too poor to buy. 

Sunday, April 7th, was spent at Basabruna, a 

acobite village of about eighty houses. The 
inhabitants say it came down from heaven! 
There are twenty-three churches, and each has 
a feast day in the year. They stopped at the 
house of the head man at first; but as soon as 
it was known that they were Protestants no one 
was allowed to do anything for them, or even 
to come near them. Finally a Moslem invited 
them to his house and cared for them. On 
Sunday they were not allowed to enter the 
church, and a company of men whom they ap- 
proached for conversation were called away by 
a priest. Going to a convent they found a young 
man bearing the name of Moses, but utterly 
ignorant of the great Jewish lawgiver. It 
should be added that the head man of the vil- 
lage, who was not at home when they first came 
to the village, was very angry when he returned 
and found how discourteously they had been 
treated. 

At Middho, eleven hours from Midyat, the 
colporteur found a man to whom he had sold 
a Bible nine years before, with whom he had 
a long talk on spiritual things, and who brought 
a large company of eager listeners in the even- 
ing. At Azahh, two or three hours beyond 
Middho, they stopped in the house of a widow, 
the only Protestant in the place. Going to the 
market to read, about thirty gathered around 
them to hear. Some were indifferent, some angry, 
while others drank in the word as ¢hirsty, and 
would send and call others. After reading sev- 
eral chapters the gathering was broken up by a 
wicked fellow. There is a school of thirty pupils, 
and the teacher, who had been under evangeli- 
cal influences, seems trying to draw them to- 
wards the gospel. During their stay they visited 
a number of houses, reading and praying, and 
sold over two dollars’ worth of books. At 
Jezireh a number of portions of Osmanli-Turkish 
Scriptures were sold to government officers, as 


was also the case at other places where such. 


officers were found. At Bar Terzian, a Moslem 


village of fifty houses, more readers were found | 


than in all the other Moslem villages visited on 
this tour. The sheikh has a Testament, and 


there is a teacher of reading. Two persons 
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wished to purchase a Bible but could not raise 
the money. At Mahrika, a Jacobite eine 

150 houses, many readers were found. Here

they began to read aloud from the Bible in the 
street, it was concluded, as they could read from 
the ‘‘Torah,’”? (Law) they might come in; but 
when the roll was carried around they were 
asked to step out until this ceremony was over. 
They did not re-enter, but waited outside till 
the people came out, when they began to read 
again. t 

The second tour, over the plain southwest of 
Mardin, occupied from-June 6th to June 29th. 
They went as far as Weran Shehr, thence north 
to Diarbekir, and from there to Mardin. Over one 
hundred places were visited, most of them Mos- 
lem or Yezideé. Their object in thus going about 
excited universal surprise, and in many cases 
it was scarcely believed but that the books were 
merely a blind, and there was some ulterior pur- 
pose in view which they were carefully hiding. 

At Khassey, a Moslem village of thirty houses, 
great alarm was manifested when the colporteur 
drew out his memorandum and began to write 
in it. The simple villagers were sure he was 
a government officer sent to enumerate them 
for military enrollment, and would not be sat- 
isfied until a mollah examined the book and 
assured them that the writing was nothing harm- 
ful to them. 

At Karengo, a Yezidee village of twenty-five 
houses, the people crowded around and began 
to ask their business. Before they could explain, 
the villagers interrupted ‘‘Malek el Taoos”’ 
(King of the Peacocks, as they enthusiastically 
name his Satanic majesty). ““We are his peo- 
ple; we love him; he is the first and most a 
precious creature of God; God has given the 
creation into his hands.’’ ‘They believe there is 
a book from God, and in it this name will be 
found, but if the name of Safaz occurs in any - 
book, that is incontrovertible proof that it is 
not from God. Their chief men in Mosul have . 
a book naming him “Malek el Taoos.” ‘‘If 
your book (the Bible) were from God he would ) 
not allow so much division among those pr | 
fessing to accept it.’? ‘‘ You Protes were for. 
merly weak and dared not stir out, now you are | 
stronger you begin to go about.

At Aboo Gala, a Yezidee village

To the 
suggestion that if strangers, merchants or the 
like, should come along he would receive them, 
he replied, “They do not harm us as you do.” 
Many complaints were made of the Armeno- 
Koordish Testament, that its language is not 
understood by the common people. 

The fourth tour, August 15th to August 29th, 
was to the north and east of Mardin. Before 
reaching Gindy Abdy, an Armenian village of 
eighteen houses, they had learned that the head 
man would not receive Protestants to his house, 
yet it seemed best to go there. Soon after 
their arrival some chance word led him to ask, 
“Are you Protestants?” ‘“ Yes.” ‘‘I don’t love 
Protestants, but as you are here, a hundred wel- 
comes.” He treated them very courteously, 
setting food before them, and giving them for 
the road when they left. He said, “ Your talk, 
so far as I can judge, is good, but I am not 
versed in these matters. Let the priest come 
and decide.’’ They answered, ‘‘Let him come, 
not for dispute but for investigation of the 
truth.” The priest, however, declined to come. 

Mr. Dewey adds: “The foregoing is perhaps 
sufficient, though it might be extended almost 
indefinitely, with more particular mention of 
many other of the places visited. In conclusion 
I wish merely to give definite statement to a 
few points which perhaps stand out more vividly 
to one looking over the mass of matter from 
which the foregoing is selected, than they will 
to one simply reading this condensed report, 

“1, The percentage of those who are able to 
read is very small in the field under our care. 
2. There is a marked awakening among the 
Yezidees. No doubt their hopes are at present , 
directed to temporal ends, and their ideas are 
very crude, but is not the situation hopeful? 
3. There is_a wonderful readiness on the part 
of Moslems to listen to the Scriptures and con- 
verse on spiritual themes, and even to compare 
the Bible with the Koran. 4. There is an eager 
desire among all classes and creeds to hear gos- 
pel truths; all pointing to the importance of 
pushing the work with prayer that He who gave 
the word will not suffer it to return to him void.” 


ing that it was the Bible, he said, “We are not 
allowed to read Christian books.” On proofs 
being adduced from the Koran that the Bible is 
true, he replied, “True, the Bible is from God, 
but changed.” Asked to point out changes, he 
said they did not come to his mind just then; and 
when it was suggested he might mention them 
later, as the colporteur would be there till night, 
he answered, “We are not allowed to dispute.” 
This charge of changes in the Scriptures was 
often brought forward by Moslems, but no one 
could be induced to offer specifications. 
At Selove, a Yezidee village of about thirty 
houses, where they spent a night, the Agha said, 
“T know what your purpose is. You do not say 
anything about it, but no doubt if we learn to 
read we shall become Christians.” Four fakirs 
(priests) were present, and said, “We know 
there are four books—the Koran, the Torah 
(Law), the Zaboon (Psalms), and the Enjil 
(Gospel), but the Christians have corrupted them 
by putting in ‘the name,’ so we keep aloof from 
reading.” As conversation went on their inter- 
est was excited, and finally the fakirs began an 
4 Alef, Ba, Ta (the Arabic alphabet), to see if they 
could make it go. Such work of disinterested 
benevolence as sending teachers and Bibles is 
quite beyond their comprehension, and _ their 
curiosity is greatly stirred. “What is the pur- 
pose of these foreigners? They come here and 
give you money, and send you among us, though 
we have never been to them nor have they come 
to us.” On their return to this place some days 
later the Agha gave them a letter to the mission- 
aries thanking them for sending these men and 
seeking their good. He also expressed a desire 
to meet the missionaries, but feared to come to 
Mardin as the government wanted him. If the 
missionaries would guarantee that the government 
would not seize him he would come and see 
them. - Of course the guaranty was not given, | 
and he has not yet been seen. 

At another village they met Mustapha Agha 
Milhem, the chief man among all the Yezidees 
in these parts. His son has picked up a little 
knowledge of reading and is anxious to learn, 
He says, ‘‘ Though I am afraid of my people, I 
am bound to learn, come what will.’’ While 
there the Agha sent this boy to the colporteur

Notwithstanding the unusual number of ex- 
ceedingly inclement Sundays this month, and 
the wide-spread desolation of the flood, and the 
consequent large drain upon the resources of the 
people, the suffering churches and citizens have 
responded with commendable liberality, exceed- 
ing my former visits; evincing the strong hold 
the Bible cause has upon the “confidence, chari- 
ties, and affections of the people.

Ninety years ago an elder of the Scotch Church 
of this. city, Alexander Robertson, organized 
and endowed a free school for the education of 
the children of the church. The Bible was to 
be a text-book. In his old age, his grandson, 
Alexander Robertson Walsh, by his winning 
disposition cheered his declining years. When 
Mr. Walsh reached manhood he became con- 
nected with the Young Men’s Bible Society, 
and at the age of thirty-three he was elect- 
ed a Manager of the American Bible Society. 
This Society, first as Manager and afterwards 
as Vice-President, he served faithfully for forty 
years. He took an active part in the erection 
of the Bible House, and rejoiced when it was 
completed and the debt paid. 

When the Bible was translated into the tongue 
spoken by upwards of one hundred millions of 
the Arab family, he prepared and presented to 
the Managers of this Society. several masterly 
papers full of practical wisdom in regard to the 
work which was then undertaken and carried to 
completion. 

In times of trial, when misunderstandings 
arose among the friends of the Bible, he was 
generally one of those who were selected to 
explain the reasons of our action, and his wise 
counsel was attended with most beneficial re- 
sults. 

But the most valuable service he rendered this 
Society was in connection with the Committee of 
Publication, The manufacture of the books in 
many languages, and in a great variety of forms, 
required special care and experience. There 
is much valuable work that never meets the 
public eye, and yet costs thought and labour. 
These were freely given by Mr. Walsh.

REGULATIONS RESPECTING GRANTS. 

To whom grants are made. Upon suitable application, 
the Board of Managers will make grants of books, to 
Auxiliary Societies and to other responsible parties, for 
sale and gratwitous distribution. 

The descriptions of books granted. The Board of Mana- 
gers grant chiefly their cheaper publications, keeping in 
view the special necessities of the various classes of per- 
sons to be supplied. Fine and costly books cannot be 
given away consistently with the benevolent ends of the 
Society. 

How to obtain grants. For local work, requests for 
donations of books should be presented first to the Aua- 
iliary Societies within whose fields the books are to be 
distributed, and whose duty it is to furnish them, if pos- 
sible. When an Auxiliary is unable to do this, applica- 
tion should be made to this Society, with the endorse- 
ment of a responsible officer of the Auxiliary. 

Applications from Auxiliaries, and those for general 
work from other parties, should each have the endorse- 
ment of the District Superintendent. 

Public institutions supported by local or State governments, 
and public libraries, colleges, seminaries, and secular sch2ols, 
do not come within the range of charitable objects. 

The American Bible Society expects that due credit 
will be given for its donations by those to whom its 
books are confided for distribution.
